FARMERS SUFFER FROM DISEASE 

Epidemic Among Cattle At Palatine 
— LI re Stock Suffers From An- - 
thrax— Lake Zurich 
Man Dead. 

. Farmers living in the vicinity of Palatine 
are considerably, wrought up over a. threat- 
ened epidemic of anthrax among cattle. 
The disease is of a highly contagious char- 
acter and is easily communicated to human 
beings. One man, who recently contract- 
ed the disease, died after terrible suffering, 
and three men were Btricken with' the mal- 
ady. Alfred Wolf, a farmer at Lake Zurich 
died Wednesday. The stricken were.- 
Henry Derthoro, a farmer at Lake Zurich, 
taken til Wednesday; will recover. Joseph 
Kitson,. a farmer*. at Palatine, taken . ill 
Tuesday and was taken to Cook county hos- 
pital for treatment j will recover. ;« Jacob 
Kayler, a farmer at Long Grove,, taken ill 
Wednesday; will recover. 

Several cows have died from the disease 
within a week and farmers are carefully 
guarding thelr_cattle to prevent- further 
spread of the contagion; Many animals 
bavb displayed pecnlior 'aymptoms and 
have been insolated, The disease first 
made its appearance - lash Tuesday when a 
cow owned by Henry, Derthom was stricken 
The animal's neck and shoulders suddenly 
Blurted to swell and blood flowed from its 
nostrils in profusion. The animal died in 
agony a few hours afterward. In dispos- 
ing, of the carcass Derthom contracted tho 
disease and a number of malignant pustules 
appeared on his hands, and araa. The res- 
idents sent to Chicago for a veternary ex- 
pert and ono of the prof essors who respond- 
ed made a careful examination and diag- 
nosed j the disease as anthrax. The next 
day a cow owned by A. Wolf waa attacked 
by the disease and died in an hour,' Wolf 
skinned the animal and accidently cut his 
finger in the operation, and shortly after- 
ward he was taken violently il|. His arms 
and hands swelled to an abnormal size and 
abscesses formed on his body and be died. 
Joseph Kitson aud Jacob Kayler contracted 
the d ii ease .while handling infected car- 
casses, but will recover. / * ' . 

The condition of affairs was . reported to. 
the state authorities Friday, and- Saturday 
William 0.' Smith, and William E. •Ehie- 
mann, of the live-stock commission,' ac- 
companied by Assistant State Veterinarian 
DrWohnT R: ."Butch*; ' went to • Paifltrne' -to 
make an in vesication, They found that 
the disease from which the cattle had died 
was anthrax and that^here was' great dan- 
ger of the contagion spreading. The auth- 
orities will ubo every effort to stamp out 
the disease, ' f

M embers of • the state live b^>= V ( ompany 
bel ieve they have checked the - < anger of 
an epidemic from anthrax among the cat- 
tle. The farms of the men who are believed 
to have had infected cattle have been quar- 
antined, and the extermination of the dis- 
ease baa been left to the bands of Floyd 
Gibbs, a veterinary surgeon. Henry Deri- 
born and Joseph Kitson, who were made 
ill from taking care of the infected cattle, 
were said to be. In a much improved con- 
dition.

State Board to Enforce 
as It Stands* >. 

The Board '.of Fish Commissioners have 
instructed tho various FUh Wardens of the 
State to prosecute all persons seining or 
netting fish in the rivers of the stale and 
other waterways which are not used for 
commercial navigation. Tins action of 
the Board is taken tinder section one of the 
net* of 18^9 still in force nccording to the 
following opinion by one of the most 
eminent attorneys in the State: 

"The act of May 11, 1901, prohlbita all 
kinds of fishing except with' book and line 
between the 15th day of April and the 1st 
day of August, and for boss and pickerel 
at all times except with hook and line. 

The provisions of this net leave in fall 
force and effect the provisions oE section 
one, of the act of Juno II, 1898, prohibit- 
ing fishing at other times, except in ac- 
cordance with the provisions, of that act, 
and it ia therefore lawful between the lat 
day. of August and the 15 th day of April to 
soln with meshes not less than two iuehes 
square In the waters of the State used for 

commercial navigation.

The Bull-Flgbt iu America. 
.' They had a series of bull-flgbs at Oma- 
ha recently, and the history thereof iffords 
a striking illustration of the moral effect 
which these entertainments have upon, the 
beholder, ~ When the enterprise. waa first 
a matter of public discussion, the humane 
people of the city were naturally, somewhat 
exercised in mind over tho prospect. Not 
much more than two years ago long dis- 
cosaione of . character of the. Spaniard were 
bad, in which it was argued that ho must 
be cruel, because he liked bull-fights, 
, There could hardly be do decided an in- 
onvntian aa a bull-fight on American soil 
without some commotion. 
. But the bull-fight was had, and it was 
announced that the performence would be 
conducted on humane principles, the mata- 
dors belnot armed, with wooden swords, and 
their object being to worry the bull, not to 
kill it. ; r There would be no danger, there 
would be 'no gore; there would be nothing 
but a superb display of .strength and skill. 
' The matadors understood this: so did the 
spectators; the co-operation of the bull 
ooul-L^nojt for obvbpua; reasons be secured, 
butrt'was tl^n^What'nir-wduld* omtrto 
understand the rulca of the game. • 

Apparently be'did, for the 5rsfc;figbt 
went off without anybody being injured; 
The bulls were merely teased and plagued 
until they were furious, and chased and 
were chased until they, were, exhausted,- If 
they had understood 'the- condition of af 
fairs they would probably have lain placid- 
ly to chew the cud ' ; of content, but they 
were pnzzled, nnd when a bull is perplexed 
his impulse is to charge. 

The fights were peacful enough, however, 
and by degrees the box office became also 
very quiet, There were vast, areas of 
empty seats and word went around town 
that the performance was -'-'alow", and not 
worth the price of admission. .Then, just 
aa if the bull understood the trouble of the 
managers, something happened which 
changed- the entire atmosphere. An in- 
cautious matador was caught on a pair of 
agile horns and tossed skyward a height of 
many feet, coming down with a thump 
that resulted in several broken ribs, be- 
sides a chest lacerated by the bull's natural 
weapons. They • had not taken the pre- 
caution to replace these with Wood aud pad 
them' with cotton. They never do. It is 
not customary in bull-tights. 

The next day several thousand, people 
witnessed tho performance, and then there 
was no more popular entertainment in 
Omaha. There are people enough in almost 
any large city to fill aa amphitheatre where 
a horrible risk is to bo taken, and the 
greater tho risk the better they like it. - ; . 

The managers would have had ho trouble 
in making their entertainment -pay from 
the beginning if they had announced dan- 
ger, death and mutilation as part of it. J 
When it became apparent that even if 
the bulla were not hurt, a man : wn9 likely 
to bo killed or crippled, then; there were 
plenty of spectators. /Tho question is 
whether it is ' wiso to> encourage that sort 
of audience in tint' sort of emotions. < .

The short, tough tendons tnken from 
the kangaroo, which are used for Hew- 
ing sovero wounds, will hold for about 
four weeks before they break away. 
Silk tbrend will remain much longer, 
sometimes six months, 'while the fine 
Bllvcr wire Ib practically IndcstrucUblc. 

With the entire on lilt n surgeon is 
able to select n thread that will last an 
long ns the wound takes to Heal nnd 
will then disappear completely, To 
accommodate this assortment of 
thrends special varieties of needles 
nro required. Besides the needle 
craned in different segments of a cir- 
cle, surgeons use needles shaped like 
spears, javelins and bayonet points. 
Some nro ns long as bodkins, In a point 
like a miniature knife blade. Others 
Imve the sharpened end triangular.

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Hot weather nnd crop damage reports 
overshadowed and ruled the stock mar- 
ket during tho week, causing lower prices 
for most securities, limiting trading, nnd 
affecting all commercial lines of business 
to a greater or lesser degree. While the 
situation' Is regarded as it serious one, it 
is confidently believed that the reports 
of crop damage in Iowa, Nebraska, Kan- 
sas, Missouri, Oklahoma, and Texas have 
been greatly exaggerated. Estimates so 
far made indicate a decided shiinkngc hi 
tlic yield of earn this year, hut this is in 
a measure "made "up to tho farmer' by 
higher prices for his grain. 

Tlio full extent of the damage to crops 
Is hot yet known and the uncertainty is 
stltl to be removed. Definite information 
Is anxiously, awaited throughout the 
country. The recent soaking rains in tha 
West hove materially arrested deteriora- 
tion and enabled the farmers to plant 
fodder crops, thus minimizing In a' meas- 
ure the damage to corn.*' It Is recognized 
that tho farmers, are now financially 
strong, having prospered of lata years 

The steel strike has been gradually 
working to nn. end. The buying of steel 
stocks under heavy demand had a good 
sentimental Influence and steadied the 
market. The position of the coal stocks 
is particularly strong, while those of the 
granger roads have been, as a rule, corre- 
spondingly weak. The general trade sit- 
uation- Is most favorable, and the termi- 
nation of the steel strike and a break In 
the drought in tho West will stimulate 
broader activity In nearly all Ines. 

The caralngs of a large majority of tho 
railroads throughout the country for the 
first three weeks in July show material 
Increases and gains over the correspond: 
log period a year ago, There is a short 
n go of freight cars for moving the im- 
mense wheat crop, "nnd the granger lines 
have about all. they can do. The "com- 
munity of interest" agreement of West- 
ern roads to utop rate cutting on freights 
was jarred during tlio week by a report 
Hint one of the principal rondswas cut- 
ling under the tariff. For a time It look- 
ed as H the "agreement" would* go to 
pieces, but Wnll -street fiuaiicinl and 
banking interests again came to tlie res- 
cue and rates were restored. 

Money for commercial uses Is easy and 
lenders experience dllllcnlty In placing 
funds. even at 1cm' rates In Chicago and 
New York. There Is little speculative de- 
mand for money, but. an improvement is 
looked for In this direction nn soon as tho 
extent of the crop tin in age Is known.

Democracy and BepnblioanlBm. 
Very few of us can show d perfect speci- 
men of tho jewel of consistency, but the 
bloat conspicuous examples of inconsistency 
are the editors who call their papers "The 
Republican" or "The Democrat," and then 
refuse to publiBh an occasional article on 
woman suffrage, 

A democracy or a republic is "a country 
in which the people make their own laws 
and chooso their own governors." A 
democrat or a republican is a person who 
professes to beleive that the people of his 
country have a right to make their own 
laws and choose their own governors. 

U.nless a man is feeble-minded or insane 
he can hardly deny that women are 'people' 
and yet there aro thousands of so-called 
democrats and republicans who strenuously 
refuse to let the feminine half of the people 
have any. hand in choosing their own 
governors or making their own laws; and 
if they happen to be editors they emphasize 
their inconsistency by naming their papers 
"The Democrat" or. "The Republican."

The,;great; drought In the corn belt Is 
broken. ' Drenching inlns, falling steadily 
for hours Sunday arid Sunday night,, re- 
deemed, tlm, parched Holds and in a largo 
sectloa the grain from the ''.withering sun 
and winds of the last forty days. The 
clouds broke, over. . thu. -^ SoutUwcsttjeii 
States early Sunday morning and the 
rain came don-n In torrents Hi places and 
in driiKtlug continuous showers In others. 
Weather oHlcials and crop experts wera 
agreed Monday that the dry spell Is gone. 
Continued rain was predicted for. Mon- 
day and probably Tuesilay throughout 
tho entire com belt except in its' extreme 
western portion and Southern Indiana 
and Southern Ohio. 

The corn crop of Iowa Is saved, and In 
other -Western' St ntos, where the stalks, 
have been ilred 'uud hone abandoned for 
a harvest, the rain has assured a big 
crop of late food, This will mean won- 
ders for tho stock raisers and will check 
tho anlo of atoek materially; 

Tho raiu was general throughout lown, 
MIbsouI'1, Nt1mis!tn and Kansas. Hero 
and there it was accompanied by thun- 
derstorms, and In these spots the water 
flooded the fields. Elsewhere, undisturb- 
ed by heavy winds, it had time to soak 
Into the soil and' be absorbed. Iowa, was 
tlie most fortunate, and throughout iho 
State an nverage of ope Inch of rain was 
reported Sunday night. The corn, having 
endured a briefer hot spell than in other 
States aud being Inter, has been revived 
aa far that crop experts say the farmers 
will harvest fully 75 per cent ot nn aver- 
ago crop. The rain, hy a close, estimate, 
was worth at least $0,000,000 to the pro- 
ducers of the State,

Iu Kansas the stock raisers were most 
benefited, for by reliable reports the corn 
has suffered so much from the drought 
that the crop has been given up as prac- 
tically a total loss. The farmers of tha 
western half of the Statu agree that tho 
stalks had been fired for a foot above tha 
ground and that all of yesterday's rain 
and all that may come cannot rcvlvo it. 
But the rush for kalllr corn, turnip, buck- 
wheat nnd other seeds has already be- 
gun. This will be grilled in between tho 
rows, and insures a good crop of lato 
feed after the corn Is harvested. 

Pastures nnd range grass have -taken 
on n now growth, and this will, it Is'ex- 
pected, check the sale of cattle and hogs, 
bocause of the certain .prospects of a big 
supply of feed, Optimistic reports Mon- 
day announced that the State would raise 
enough buckwheat tvt the world. Tho 
rain was continuous for forty-eight hours, 
and in the eastern hiilf averaged ■ two 
Inches. In the western ' halt the "corn, 
has been most damaged, and here, too, 
tho rainfall was less, although the dis- 
trict Bhsrcd in the- general drenching of 
the State. ■ ,'-'' i 

In Miasourl practically the same con- 
ditions prevail. Six weeks of- drought 
have ruined tbo corn, but the stalks will 
be saved for fodder, and the late cropS 
of feed should be as large as in Kansas. 

Nebraska got from one-half to two- 
thirds Inches, distributed fairly. In places 
half a crop will probably he bar res ted, 
but in some sections the ground Is baked, 
and the stalks are fired. Especially in 
the vicinity of Beatrice. the ground wdb bo 
hard that great pools of water arc left 
In tho. fields. The wells and streams are 
filling up rapidly. 

. Only tho northern half of Illinois was 
within Snndny'B rain belt. Tlie great 
corn-growing section of the central south- 
ern and southern district remained dry, 
but tha temperature has. moderated. 

In Ohio the raiu will reduce the' loss 
and Insure quantities of lato feed for 
etoek. ' Indiana also reccired encouraging 
showers, .

Schley'B f nlluto 
to take prompt action against Maclay or 
the Applctons, who published tho work, 
has caused murmur! nga even among his 
defenders. Novel ofllcers who have here- 
tofore refused to be drawn Into any dis- 
cussion as to the merits of tho Schley 
controversy have been showing some feel- 
ing over iho silence of Schley under* the 
latest attack on his integrity- and profes- 
sional standing, while those officers who 
have not been so reticent have not failed 
to express themselves freely oh the sub- 
ject. ,- 

For three years past charges nad coun- 
ter-charges, criminations 1 and recrimina- 
tions, have been hurled bnc.k-.and forth, 
and while the American people have sym- 
pathized with Admiral Schley and have 
bclloved Ui st * great wrong 1 , was at- 
tempted against him, they would gladly 
see the question set at rest. The Imttle 
of Santiago Is ef course the main sub- 
ject of controversy, and while technically 
Admiral Sampson was In command as 
the court of claims has decided In respect 
to bis prize money Interest, he wub not 
in nctuai command while the battle was 
raging, Admiral Schley was in com- 
mand, and was responsible for tho move- 
ments of the fleet. 

To be sure, -the situation was so simple 
that ho only repeated the standard order 
long before given by Sampson In caso 
the emergency should arise, -"Clear for 
action, close with tho enemy," but bo 
was present, and the Brooklyn, of which 
So was In personal command, took n 
prominent part In the engagement.
